Stock, of Mallow Walk, Haver¬ 
hill, started out at the store as a 
sales assistant and progressed to

period of seven years. 

The thefts, which took place 
between June 2013 and May 
2015, came to light when a se¬ 
curity manager was made aware 
that a “large amount” of new 
Warehouse stock was being sold 


off on the internet. 

Three ebay accounts were 
found to be selling Warehouse 
items and these were all traced 
back to the defendant. 

Stock was then interviewed 
by police on June 9 this year, at 
which point she denied stealing 
the clothes.

HUNDREDS of people turned 
out to a Remembrance Sun¬ 
day procession in Haverhill at 
the weekend. 

The parade began in the 
town hall car park, from where 
a procession including a Sea 
Scouts’ band, cadets, veter¬ 
ans and members of the Royal 
British Legion, made its way to 
the Haverhill cemetery 

At the cemetery’s war me¬ 
morial, there was a wreath¬ 
laying ceremony led by the 
Lord Lieutenant’s representa¬ 
tive, Mr George Vestey, Dep¬ 
uty Lieutenant, the Mayor of 
Haverhill, Betty McLatchy, 
and the Mayor of St Edmunds- 
bury, Patrick Chung. 

Bryan Mills, chair of the 
Haverhill branch of the Royal 
British Legion, said: “I thought 
it was a very, very well attend¬ 
ed parade. It was very good. 

“We had in the several hun¬ 
dreds of people. There was 
one point when the whole 



high street was full of the pa¬ 
rade.” 

After the wreath-laying, a 
Remembrance Sunday service 
led by the Rev Graham Owen 
was held at St Mary’s Church 
in Haverhill’s Market Square. 

The event was attended by 
MP for West Suffolk Matthew 
Hancock, who laid a wreath at 
the cemetery. 

Mr Hancock said: “It was 
humbling to have been giv¬ 
en the opportunity to lay a 
wreath and pay tribute to the 
loyal service of brave men and 
women who continue to keep 
us safe. 

“Remembrance Sunday is a 
time when we remember the 
cruel reality of war, and the 
never ending debt of gratitude

■ Silence was observed at 
11am on Armistice Day yes¬ 
terday on Haverhill’s Market 
Square.

Mr Mills said: “At about five 
to 11 the whole place started 
to quieten down. There was 
traffic going up and down and 
then everyone stopped. The 
whole town stopped.”

Ashley, who lives in 
Stradishall and attends 
Thurlow Primary School, 
watched the parade wearing 
three medals belonging to 


his great-grandfather, Chris 
Cammiss. 

Chris Cammiss was posted 
to France in July 1944, but 
was wounded three weeks 
into active service and spent 
much of the rest of the war 
on a hospital ship. He died 
earlier this year. 

Ashley also wore a medal 
awarded to his great-great¬ 


grandfather James Gregory, 
for service as a Royal 
Artillery gunner in the First 
World War. 

Paul Cammiss, a retired 
solicitor from Haverhill, said 
about his grandson: "He 
was really looking forward to 
watching the band marching 
past. He was quite impressed 
with the whole thing."

However at a later inter¬ 
view on July 16 Stock ac¬ 
cepted what she had done 
and subsequently pleaded 
guilty to one count of theft 
from her employer. 

Donal Lawler, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Stock was re¬ 
morseful for her actions 
and that she had previ¬ 
ously been a woman of 
“impeccable character”. 

Mr Lawler said the de¬ 
fendant took the “cata¬ 
strophic” decision to 


abuse her position at 
Warehouse after the 
breakdown of her rela¬ 
tionship with her boy¬ 
friend. 

He said: “She sought 
solace in binge spending 
which she couldn’t afford 
and the debts built up.” 

Judge Anthony Bate ac¬ 
knowledged the defend¬ 
ant’s early guilty plea but 
added his decision needed 
to reflect the “systematic” 
manner of her offending. 

He said: “The three tes¬ 
timonials I have read from 
people close to you speak 


highly of your many good 
qualities. 

“It is those positive 
character traits that al¬ 
lowed you to reach the 
position you were in and 
then to exploit it. 

“You took clothing from 
the store and you knew 
which lines were popular 
and you created bogus 
ebay accounts to sell them 
for personal profits. 

“It must be a sentence 
that deters others and to 
reflect public confidence 
in one’s approach to sen¬ 
tencing.”

Why shouldn’t 
we park? 

I AM writing in response to a letter 
you published recently where a 
member of the community was 
complaining about the leniency 
of parking in the town during the 
evening.

As police 
were trying to hide the women's 
flesh with woolly blankets, my 
mother explained to me that these 
women were feminists fighting for 
my future and my right for freedom 
and equality. I have now spent years 
reading, debating and promoting 
the history and future of feminism, 
although I did not truly understand 
the connotations of feminism then. 
Sadly, however, there is an 
unforeseeable price to pay which 
our heroes of feminism, overlooked. 
They did not anticipate a nation 
of exhausted women as our lives 
become a plethora of juggling 
careers, raising and teaching our 
children, whilst managing the 
domestic as well as the financial 
aspect of running a home. This is 
in addition to maintaining our own 
health and being good members of 
the community. 

Of course they had no idea that 
whilst they re-educated society 
with their pleas of just how capable 
women are, they forgot that the men 
would also need some re-educating 
too. Thus the fight becomes less of: 

'I want a career!' and more about: 
'Whose turn is it to put the bin up?', 
'Who forgot to buy the milk for the 
morning cereals?' and definitely, 'why 
isn't my dinner ready?' For me, on 
a rare occasion, I appreciate being 
able to park in the town. I wouldn't 


dare do it during the day; the 
other militants are out. Despite the 
sometimes hectic parking, our high 
street is one of the safest places to be 
so could your reader please consider 
her views because most of the town 
like having the freedom to park up 
and pop out. 

I wonder if the women who made 
these huge sacrifices to give your 
reader her right to vote, to have a 
career and to 'Take Back the Night' 
would feel that it was worthwhile.

Three Counties Transport, 
based in Haverhill’s Lower 
Downs Slade, has six buses which 
community groups can hire and 
a team of volunteer drivers who 
transport individuals. 

Manager Lyn Davis says the 
charity has seen a recent in¬ 
crease in the number of people 
needing their services for hos¬ 
pital visits - but from next April 
their funding from Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council will be cut by 50 per 
cent over three years. 

Staff at the charity are looking 
into ways of accessing smaller 
pots of funding, but they need 
help from the public. 

Ms Davis said: “I don’t think 
we’re ever going to replace that 
50 per cent, because Suffolk 
County Council have always 
been our main funders. 

“There’s an older popula¬ 
tion, more elderly, more hospi¬ 
tal transport demands. It’s less 
funding, but an increase in pas¬ 
senger demand.” 

As well as the funding cuts,

the charity are having to buy 
their buses from Suffolk County 
Council, who previously owned 
them. Although they have se¬ 
cured three of the buses, they 
need to raise tens of thousands 
of pounds to try and secure the 
other three. 

Members of the public can 
help the vital transport char¬ 
ity by donating money or volun¬ 
teering as a community driver. 

“The more we do, the bet¬ 
ter we can say: ‘The demand is 
here,”’ said Ms Davis. “The situ¬ 
ation with Haverhill being 18 
miles from Addenbrooke’s and 
West Suffolk Hospital means 
they need transport to get there.” 

Volunteer drivers get reim¬ 
bursed 45p per mile for their 
trips, which is the same as the 
trip costs the passenger.

Police warning 
after burglaries 


POLICE are warning resi¬ 
dents to be on the alert af¬ 
ter thieves broke into ten 
Haverhill garages in the 
space of a week, including 
seven in a single night. One 
family say they were left 
“violated” by the raids, while 
another had £500 worth of 
goods stolen. 

On the night of Novem¬ 
ber 4 to 5, burglars broke 
into three separate garages 
in Haverhill’s Fritton Court, 
and two in the town’s Shep¬ 
herd’s Court. On the same 
evening, they targeted ga¬ 
rages in Hamlet Road and 
Buckingham Road. 

The burglars plundered 
the garages that were not 
empty, taking a trolley jack 
and a pink pedal cycle from 
a Shepherd’s Court garage, 
and an umbrella and fishing 
equipment from one in Frit- 
ton Court. 

This spate followed three 
other burglaries of garages 
in the space of a week. Ga¬ 
rages in Paske Avenue were 
broken into between Oc-

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tober 29 and November 5, 
while one in Clements Close 
had £500 worth of plumbing 
fitting stolen between Octo¬ 
ber 28 and November 2. 

Ernie Goody, 68, was the 
victim of yet another, when 
thieves broke into his Dal- 
ham Place garage and stole 
his son’s wheelchair and a 
24-pack of Coke. 

He said: “I feel violated, to 
be honest. Now I know how 
people feel when they come 
home and find their house 
has been turned over.” 

He was particularly 
shocked that the thieves 
chose to take his son 
Mathew’s wheelchair. 

He said: “He does use a 
crutch sometimes - it de¬ 
pends how his back is - but 
they’re not to know whether 
that wheelchair’s in use all 
the time. 

“It’s a disabled person’s 


chair, it must be needed by 
someone.” 

Police are advising resi¬ 
dents not to keep valuables 
in their garages, and to fol¬ 
low relevant safety advice. 

PCSO Lorna Chapman of 
Haverhill Police said: “You 
can get alarms, battery op¬ 
erated with a motion sensor. 
If you put it in the corner of 
your garage it gives about 
ten seconds to enter a four¬ 
digit code.” 

As well as an alarm, PCSO 
Chapman recommended 
parking your car up against 
the front of the garage to 
prevent thieves from enter¬ 
ing. She suggested leaving 
the steering wheel on full 
lock so thieves could not 
move the car by releasing 
the handbrake.

All change for 
parking tariffs

ENFORCEMENT of parking 
fines could increase, and new 
parking tariffs be introduced 
in Haverhill - if recommen¬ 
dations in a new report are 
followed. 

The report was discussed at 
a meeting of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s overview 
and scrutiny committee. 

One of the recommenda¬ 
tions is an increase of 15 
hours a week of enforcement 
in off-street car parks. 

Cllr John Burns, who is on 
the committee that drew up 
the report, said: “Two years 
ago, they decided to get rid 
of parking enforcement offic¬ 
ers in Haverhill. The amount 
of money taken in fixed fines 
has stopped dramatically. 

“The only enforcement that 
happens now is when the guy 
comes over to take the money 
from the machines.” 

If the recommendation is 
followed, council staff will pa¬ 
trol Haverhill car parks mak¬ 


ing sure that parked cars have 
paid the correct amount for 
their stay. 

The report also makes rec¬ 
ommendations about chang¬ 
ing parking tariffs in the town. 

One of them is to introduce 
a tariff for the previously free 
Rose and Crown car park 
behind the Corn Exchange 
building. 

This car park is owned by 
the borough council but had 
not previously been regulat¬ 
ed. The report suggests intro¬ 
ducing a charge of £1 for four 
hours of parking and £2 for all 
day parking. 

According to research 
carried out for the report, 
the most congested area of 
Haverhill is the Ehringshaus- 
en Way and Leisure Centre car 
parks. 

At the Leisure Centre, oc¬ 
cupancy reaches 90 per at 
peak times. In contrast, the 
Meadows car park behind the 
leisure centre has only 20 per 
cent occupancy. 

Cllr Burns said: “We are 
very conscious that the Mead¬ 


ows car park is under-utilised 
because people don’t want to 
walk.” 

The report therefore sug¬ 
gests making the leisure 
centre car park short-stay 
only, with a £1 tariff for three 
hours of parking. It also pro¬ 
poses reducing the rate at the 
Meadows car park to encour¬ 
age people to use it, with a 
rate of £1 for four hours and 
£1.50 for all day parking. 

The report also makes a 
number of proposals for re¬ 
ducing congestion in Bury St 
Edmunds car parks. 

Before the proposed park¬ 
ing changes can be approved, 
there will be a month-long 
public consultation. The re¬ 
port will then go before the 
borough council’s cabinet in 
December and then before 
the full borough council.

HANNAH MIRSKY 
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before temperatures start to 
drop, can help you avoid the 
high costs of buying during 
the winter. 

The cost of oil is usually 
at its highest in December, 
January and February, as ex¬ 
tra demand can push up the 
cost. 

Make sure you shop 
around for the best price 
and ask suppliers about flex¬ 
ible payment options if you 
struggle to pay the whole 
cost up front. 

Joining an oil club is also 
a great way of saving money 
as you can often get a better 
price by clubbing together 
and buying in bulk. 

This will also cut down the 
number of trips the oil sup¬ 
plier needs to make, which 
could reduce delivery costs 
and is better for the environ¬ 
ment.

Community Action Suffolk 
which organises an oil club, 
see www.communitybuying.

Tips for a perfect roast turkey 
on Christmas day: Waterhall Farm 
recommends a roasting time of 40 
minutes per kg at 190 degrees cen¬ 
tigrade, gas mark five. 

Check your oven is large enough 
if you intend on cooking a big bird, 
and buy a special turkey roasting 
pan.

Smear the breasts with olive oil 


or softened butter and protect the 
breast with butter papers or foil.

Fuel prices still falling 

PETROL prices have fallen for 
a fourth consecutive month, 
according to new data. 

The average price of unleaded 
at the end of October was 
107.8p, compared to 109.5p at 
the start of the month, the RAC 
Fuel Watch found. 

This is equivalent to a saving of 
90p on the cost of filling up an 
average 55-litre family car. 

Since July, the cost of a full tank 
has fallen by £5.08 for unleaded. 

The price of diesel only 
reduced fractionally in October, 
down from 110.26p to 109.95p 
- but it is not far off the lowest 
price since December 2009, 
which was recorded in the first 
week of September at 109.76p. 

The continued run of lower 
fuel prices is being driven by the 
oil price, which remains below 
50 US dollars a barrel - despite 
a 2 per cent increase throughout 
the month. 


Time 


A S summer is now behind us, 
should you be thinking about 
winter tyres, and when is the 
best time to switch? 

The brief Indian summer the UK 
has been enjoying lately is sadly 
past and winter is on the way. With 
forecasters predicting the worst 
winter weather in a long time, many 
drivers are thinking about fitting cold 
weather tyres to their cars. Should 
they and, if so, when is the right time 
to make the change? 

First things first: what are winter 
tyres? They are tyres designed 
specifically for use in colder 
temperatures. They are not snow 
tyres, which have a much more 
aggressive tread pattern and are for 
use on 4x4 off-road vehicles. 

Winter tyres are made from rubber 
that allows more movement in the 
tread pattern than summer tyres, 
which allows slush and snow to 
disperse. This design also allows the 
tyre to warm up more quickly, which 
helps it provide more grip rather than 
summer tyres, which remain brittle 
at temperatures below 7-degrees 
centigrade. 

That temperature is the key to 
knowing when to switch to winter 
tyres from your car's usual summer 
rubber. It's wise to change before the

chilly weather sets in so you are not 
caught out when the first frosty blasts 
arrive. 

This does not mean you need to 
worry about driving on winter tyres 
in warmer conditions, as this type 
of tyre remains fully functional and 
completely safe at temperatures 


of up to 20-degrees centigrade. It 
gives you a lot of leeway in picking 
when to swap to winter tyres, but 
late autumn is a good bet before 
frost and ice starts to appear in the 
mornings. 

Many drivers will worry about the 
cost of fitting a second set of tyres 


when their existing ones have plenty 
of tread and life in them. While 
buying winter tyres will add to your 
running costs in the short-term, it 
won't cost you any more over the 
ownership period of the car. This is 
because you will be using one set 
of tyres in the summer and another 
set in the winter, so the tyre wear is 
spread across two sets of tyres. 

Aside from the cost issue, there 
is also safety to consider. If you 
stick with a set of summer tyres for 
your car all-year round, you greatly 
increase the risk of a collision on 
snowy or icy roads. On summer 
tyres, it takes the average car 43m to 
stop from 30mph on snow-covered 
roads, while a car with winter 
tyres will pull up in 35m. That's a 
difference of two car lengths. 

In winter, the risk of drivers being 
involved in a collision, regardless 
of who causes it, increases six-fold. 
During the harsh winter of 2010, 
more than three million drivers were 
involved in a collision of some type 
and almost half of all drivers reported 
being in a near-miss. 

Given the winter of 2015/16 is 
predicted to be as bad or worse than 
that in 2010, swapping to winter 
tyres in the next few weeks makes a 
great deal of sense.

West Wratting driver Sims, who 
finished overall runner-up with 
co-driver Marco Attard in an Ecu- 
rie Ecosse BMW Z4, was presented 
with the Allan Simonsen award 
in recognition of his impressive 
performances throughout the year 
and his sportsmanship through¬ 
out. 

Sims was beaten to the champi¬ 
onship crown by Jonny Adam and 
Andrew Howard, and admitted 
afterwards that he thought Adam 
was a shoo-in for the award.

“Those things sit quite highly in 
how I want to go about my work, 
but I don’t expect to be recognised
